1 FOR AN ACT relating to elections; to amend sections 32-603 and
2 32-604, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska; to change
3 provisions relating to nultiple office holding; to harnonize
4 provisions; and to repeal the original sections.
5 Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebr aska,
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Section 1. Section 32-603 Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

32-603. (1) No candidate for menber of the Legislature or an
elective office described in Article 1V, section 1 or 20, or Article
VI1, section 3 or 10, of the Constitution of Nebraska shall be
eligible to file as a candidate, to petition on the ballot as a
candidate, to accept a nomination by a political party or by party
convention, caucus, or comittee to fill a vacancy, or to be a
declared wite-in candidate for nore than one elective office to be
filled at the sanme election except for the position of delegate to a
county, state, or national political party convention. No candidate
for any other high elective office as defined in subsection 6} (5)
of section 32-604 shall be eligible to file as a candidate, to
petition on the ballot as a candidate, to accept a nomination by a
political party or by party convention, caucus, or comittee to fill a
vacancy, or to be a declared wite-in candidate for nore than one high
elective office to be filled at the sanme el ection. Any such person who
has filed for a high elective office shall wthdraw such filing prior
to filing for any other elective office to be filled at the sane
el ection except for the position of delegate to a county, state, or
nati onal political party convention. Any such person who has won a
nom nation in a primary election and who is nonminated to any
additional offices by a wite-in vote or by a political party
convention or comrmittee shall decline one of the nom nations pursuant
to section 32-623 and shall do so within seven days after receiving
any subsequent nomination. If the candidate fails to take such action,

any subsequent nomi nation shall be declared void. Any filing nmade in
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violation of this section shall be void, and the Secretary of State,
el ection commi ssioner, or county clerk shall not place the name of any
person on the ballot for any office for which such person filed in
violation of this section.

(2) If a filing officer determines that a candidate has
filed for nore than one office in violation of subsection (1) of this
section, the filing officer shall notify the Secretary of State, the
Secretary of State shall deternine the order of the filings and notify
the candidate that the subsequent filing is invalid, and the
candi date's nanme shall not be printed on the ballot for such office
The Secretary of State shall notify the filing officers of the
counties involved of the action taken on such subsequent filing.

(3) When the nane of a candidate appears on the ballot for
nmore than one office during an election in violation of subsection (1)
of this section, the filing officer when possible shall correct the
error by renoving the candidate's name from the ballot and reprinting
corrected ballots. Wien it is not possible to print a corrected set of
ballots in time for the election, all votes cast for such candidate as
a candidate for the subsequent office appearing on the ballot shal
not be counted, and no certificate of nomination or election shall be
i ssued to such candi dat e for such subsequent of fice.

Sec. 2. Section 32-604 Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska,
i s amended to read:

32-604. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2) or (4) of
this section, no person shall be precluded from being elected or
appointed to or holding an elective office for the reason that he or

she has been elected or appointed to or holds another elective office.
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(2) No person serving as a nenber of the Legislature or in
an elective office described in Article 1V, section 1 or 20, or
Article VII, section 3 or 10, of the Constitution of Nebraska shal
simul t aneously serve in any other elective office, except that such a
person may simultaneously serve in another elective office which is
filled at an election held in conjunction with the annual neeting of a
public body.

(3) Wienever an incunbent serving as a nenber of the
Legislature or in an elective office described in Article 1V, section
1 or 20, or Article VII, section 3 or 10, of the Constitution of
Nebraska assunes another elective office, except an elective office
filled at an election held in conjunction with the annual neeting of a
public body, the office first held by the incunbent shall be deened
vacant .

(4) No person serving in a high elective office shal
simul t aneously serve in any other high elective office, except that a
county attorney may serve as the county attorney for nore than one

county if appointed under subsection (2) of section 23-1201.01

6> (5) For purposes of this section, (a) elective

of fice has the nmeaning found in section 32-109 and includes an office
which is filled at an election held in conjunction with the annua
nmeeting of a public body created by an act of the Legislature and (b)

high elective office nmeans a menber of the Legislature, an elective
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office described in Article 1V, section 1 or 20, or Article VII,
section 3 or 10, of the Constitution of Nebraska, or a county, city,

or school district, or natural resources district elective office.
